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NINETEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  in 
St.  George’s  Hall  on  Wednesday,  May 
12th,  1943.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Justice 
Pittman,  acting  Judge  President,  pre- 
sided and  called  on  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  to  read  their  reports. 

SECRETARY’S  REPORT 
FOR  1942. 

Council  and  Patrons.- — We  deeply 
regret  the  death  of  our  patron,  his 
Hon.  the  Administrator,  Captain  F. 
A.  Joubert,  who  with  Mrs.  Joubert 
visited  the  library  in  November, 
1940. 

In  July,  1942,  most  of  the  mem- 
bers of  our  Council  were  renominat- 
ed for  the  ensuing  three  years,  but 
the  Rev.  G.  H.  P.  Jacques  withdrew 
his  name  and  his  place  was  taken 
by  the  Rev.  C.  Crabtree.  Later  in 
the  year,  we  had  a sad  blow  when  our 
Chairman,  Mr.  M.  G.  Godlonton,  re- 
signed on  account  of  indifferent 
health.  He  was  chairman  of  the  first 
committee  formed  in  December, 

1923,  and  was  elected  again  in  July 

1924,  when,  in  terms  of  our  Trust 
Deed,  the  Library  Council  was  form- 
ed. He  watched  the  work  grow  from 
small  beginnings  and  was  a member 
of  the  Building  Committee  and  saw 
the  completion  of  the  library  with  its 
three  flats  in  August,  1925.  In  1936, 
the  ground  floor  flat  was  absorbed  by 
the  library  and  became  “The  Robert 
Godlonton  Wing’’  in  memory  of  Mr. 
Godlonton’s  father.  It  is  difficult  to 
express  adequately  our  appreciation 
of  all  that  he  has  done. 

We  are  fortunate  that  Mr.  Jacques, 
who  had  been  a valued  member  of 
the  Council  for  12  years  and  always 
deeply  interested  in  the  work,  was 
willing  to  return  to  the  Council  and 


was  elected  chairman.  In  terms  of 
our  agreement  to  hold  the  books  be- 
longing to  “Our  Own  Blind  Associa- 
tion,’’ Durban,  they  have  appointed 
the  Rev.  C.  Ci'abtree  as  their  repre- 
sentative on  our  Council. 

We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  E.  A.  Wag- 
staff  for  auditing  our  books. 

Visitors. — Among  visitors  from 
other  centres,  we  were  glad  to  wel- 
come Mrs.  Gordon  Cawston  who  is 
president  of  three  societies  working 
for  the  blind  in  Durban.  Mr.  Baines, 
City  Librarian,  Rochester,  England, 
now  seiwing  in  the  R.A.F.,  was  an- 
other interested  visitor.  There  were 
several  parties  of  local  school  child- 
ren. 

Provident  Fund. — It  was  decided 
that  we  should  start  a Provident 
Fund  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Council  in  case  of  need.  £50 
was  put  in  the  name  of  the  Trustees 
into  the  P.O.  Savings  Bank.  Of  this 
sum,  £10  was  a donation. 

Bookshelves. — With  the  scarcity  of 
wood,  we  were  fortunate  in  being 
able  to  get  some  much  needed  book- 
shelves made. 

Paper. — The  Worcester  School  has 
obtained  six  tons  of  Braille  paper 
made  in  South  Africa  and  readers 
and  others  can  buy  it  from  them  for 
9d.  per  lb.  We  must  reserve  our 
limited  supply  of  imported  paper  for 
those  transcribers  who  are  doing 
books  for  us.  We  send  any  worn 
out  braille  or  moon  paper  to  anti- 
waste for  repulping. 

Magazines  and  Books. — We  have 
35  magazines  in  circulation  and  have 
to  buy  several  copies  of  the  most 
popular  ones.  Some  are  given  us  in- 
cluding “The  Reader’s  Digest”  which 
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is  much  in  demand.  A few  maga- 
zines, some  Braille  books  and  a 
Braille  machine  were  lost  at  sea  and 
some  Braille  volumes  were  quite 
spoilt  by  sea  water. 

We  have  over  9,000  volumes  on 
our  shelves,  .‘^mong  Braille  books 
bought  from  England  and  America 
were;  “World  Natural  History”  (Bou- 
langer), “London  Scene”  (Massing- 
hain),  detective  stories  by  Agatha 
Christie,  popular  fiction  by  Zane 
Grey  and  Curwood  and  there  was 
“Skipper,  the  Guide  Dog”  by  Bart- 
lett. Owing  to  paper  shortage  the 
N.I.B.  (London)  have  produced  few- 
er Braille  books  but  “Pandas”  (equi- 
valent to  our  Penguins)  have  works 
of  topical  interest  and  some  light 
fiction.  We  are  glad  to  have  Sir  Ian 
Fraser’s  “Whereas  I was  Blind.”  We 
ordered  special  music  needed  by  Mr. 
de  Lange  (Musical  Director  at  the 
Worcester  School)  and  some  for 
other  teachers,  performers  and  stu- 
dents. 

The  following  books  were  com- 
pleted last  year  by  transcribers  and 
were  bound  at  Worcester:  “Sick 
Heart  River  (Buchan)  three  vols.  and 
“Jim  Davis”  (Masefield)  two  vols. 
were  done  by  Father  Millard.  Mrs. 
Ratsey  did  “The  House  of  Exile” 
(Wain)  four  vols.  and  Mrs.  Vernal 
“The  Story  of  a South  African  Fai’m” 
(Schreiner)  five  vols.  Miss  Watson 
has  helped  by  recopying  worn  Braille 
books  and  both  she  and  Mrs.  Vernal 
have  taught  Braille.  Owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  getting  Braille  machines. 
Miss  Blackwell  is  not  training  new 
transcribers,  but  has  one  pupil  who 
is  learning  to  read  Braille. 

We  were  very  glad  to  accept  the 
offer  of  the  executor  in  the  estate 
of  Miss  Reid  of  new  copies  of  the 
books  of  the  Bible  in  Afrikaans — 
complete  in  75  volumes.  The  Guild 


of  Church  Braillists  sent  us  a num- 
ber of  hand-done  books.  Mr.  .All- 
wright  continues  to  give  us  two 
copies  of  “The  Johannesburg  Braille 
Club  Magazine”  which  he  produces 
quarterly.  We  have  again  sent  £20 
to  Worcester  towards  the  production 
of  their  bi-lingual  magazine. 

During  the  year  Miss  Ki-ause  and 
Miss  Levick  sent  out  6,928  volumes 
(Braille  and  Moon)  and  6,724  maga- 
zines. Sometimes  there  are  com- 
plaints that  readers  take  the  special 
insets  out  of  the  magazines  and  for- 
get to  replace  them.  Beginners  books 
are  being  sent  to  the  Wynberg  Home 
for  newly  blinded  men. 

There  are  291  individual  readers 
and  five  schools  using  the  library. 
Three  readers  died  during  the  year 
and  23  new  readers  joined.  One 
reader  is  in  Gambia  and  posts  are 
so  few  and  far  between  that  we  are 
sending  him  magazines  at  regular  in- 
tervals. A teacher  in  the  Belgian 
Congo  has  asked  for  beginners’  books 
for  blind  natives.  We  continue  to 
send  to  one  reader  in  Nyasaland  and 
another  in  Mauritius.  We  have  many 
grateful  letters  from  readers  and 
their  friends.  One  man  writes, 
“Each  time  the  postman  brings  me 
a beautiful  book,  I experience  a 
pleasant  thrill  and  it  makes  me  so 
happy.”  Two  girls  from  the  “After- 
Care  Home,”  Worcester,  say,  “We 
are  more  and  more  grateful  to  the 
library  for  allowing  us  to  read  and 
enjoy  the  books.” 

Mrs.  Varder  has  got  into  touch 
with  a blind  musician  in  the  Belgian 
Congo  and  the  Worcester  School  has 
undertaken  to  transcribe  some  music 
he  needs  for  his  orchestra.  Unfor- 
tunately, we  have  no  French  Braille 
books,  nor  can  we  buy  or  borrow 
them  from  England.  Now,  one  of  the 
rangers,  Chrissie  Guard,  who  can 
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write  French  Braille  is  correspond- 
ing with  him  and  occasionally  tran- 
scribing Fb'ench  articles  for  him.  Mrs. 
Varder  keeps  in  touch  with  all  the 
rangers  and  they  now  have  a new  re- 
cruit in  Miss  Herring  of  Graaff- 
Reinet. 

Talking  Book  Records.  — • Mrs. 
Bodmer  has  sent  out  14,496  records 
and  of  these  40  were  broken.  We 
have  added  690  new  records  (35 
books)  and  have  had  62  records  re- 
placed. Some  have  come  from  Eng- 
land and  others  from  the  two  Ameri- 
can societies.  A few  records  were 
badly  warped  but  most  of  them  were 
usable. 

In  Afrikaans,  Messrs.  Gallo  & Co. 
have  produced  a double  sided  record, 
which  takes  10  minutes  a side.  It  is 
a short  story  “Droogte”  by  A.  H. 
Jonker  read  by  Paul  Roos.  This  is 
the  first  Afrikaans  record  for  the 
Talking  Book  Machine.  The  reading 
and  production  are  excellent,  but  un- 
fortunately the  end  of  the  story  was 
cut.  The  S.A.  National  Council  for 
the  Blind  is  granting  £100  for  the 
production  of  Afrikaans  records  and 
have  appointed  a sub-committee,  of 
which  Mr.  Kirstein  is  convener,  to 
choose  and  supervise  production. 

The  S.A.  National  Council  for  the 
Blind  and  the  St.  Dunstan’s  Commit- 
tee each  gave  us  £50  for  records  and 
equipment.  Mrs.  Chadwick  Bates 
tells  us  how  much  the  newly  blinded 
men  appreciate  the  talking  books. 
Our  longest  book  is  “Gone  with  the 
Wind,”  80  records  (160  sides). 
Among  other  books  bought  are  “How 
Green  was  my  Valley,”  “The  City  of 
Gold,”  “The  Yearling”  and  “The  Life 
of  Pasteur.”  We  now  have  55  indivi- 
dual readers  and  we  send  to  five 
societies.  Two  readers  died  during 
the  year.  The  Rhodesian  Society  has 


lent  us  some  American  records  that 
we  hadn’t  got. 

We  have  had  several  applications 
for  machines  but  it  is  almost  impos- 
sible to  obtain  them  and  we  should 
be  very  glad  if  any  one  who  is  not 
using  theirs  would  let  us  know  if 
they  would  be  willing  to  sell  or  lend 
them. 

Gifts. — We  are  very  grateful  for 
many  gifts.  Mlrs.  Mapham  gave  us  a 
wireless  set  which  is  lent  to  an  ex- 
teacher to  whom  it  has  given  great 
pleasure.  A portrait  of  the  secre- 
tary and  a beautiful  office  chair  were 
presented  by  Mr.  M.  G.  Godlonton. 
Many  have  sent  us  books,  magazines 
and  Christmas  cards. 

Funds. — We  appreciate  the  fact 
that  three  cheques  sent  in  memory 
of  our  friend,  Mr.  D.  V.  Kannemeyer, 
were  given  to  our  funds.  The  Na- 
tional Home  Reading  Union,  East 
London,  sent  money  in  memory  of 
their  late  President,  Mrs.  Annie  Hart, 
requesting  that  a special  book  should 
be  bought  in  her  name. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  G.  Dixon, 
Coombs,  had  the  happy  thought  of  in- 
stituting a trust  fund  under  which 
the  interest  on  £100  will  be  paid  an- 
nually to  the  library  in  December. 

We  are  very  grateful  for  all  this 
help  as  we  are  to  public  bodies  who 
have  given  us  grants.  The  Social 
Welfare  Department,  the  Provincial 
Councils,  two  Divisional  Councils  and 
three  Municipalities  are  among  those 
who  have  contributed.  The  Gi’ahams- 
town  Women’s  League  of  Help  organ- 
ised a street  collection,  the  Grahams- 
town  Bowling  Club  gave  us  the 
money  from  “Tribe’s  Pairs”  entries. 

Schools  have  helped  us.  Locally, 
Macdonald  House  (V.G.H.S.)  got  up 
a successful  concert;  the  D.S.G.  sent 
us  a donation;  St.  Andrew’s  boys 
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bought  badges  made  by  Miss  Nonie 
Mullins  and  helpers;  some  Prep,  boys 
made  a collection  of  their  own.  In 
other  centres,  the  Johannesburg  High 
School  for  Girls,  Barnato  Park 
(Library  Section),  the  Queenstown 
Girls’  High  School  (Burt  House)  and 
the  Anzac  Government  School,  Brak- 
pan  each  helped  our  funds.  Molteno 
Girl  Guides  sent  us  their  collection. 
Many  Public  Libraries  had  boxes  for 
us. 

We  ai’e  grateful  to  all  these  as  we 
are  to  the  local  Press,  the  Standard 
Bank,  the  E.P.  Guardian  Loan  and 
Investment  Company  and  the  local 
Post  Office  for  their  kindness  and  co- 
operation. 

If  any  one  would  care  to  add  to- 
gether the  numbers  of  books  and 
boxes  of  records  sent  out  and  multiply 
by  two  and  then  add  the  number  of 
letters  and  packets  sent  out  and 
received,  they  would  get  some  idea  of 
what  additional  work  the  library 
makes  for  our  local  Post  Office 
officials. 

The  Treasurer,  Colonel  B.  M. 
Fuller,  submitted  the  financial  report. 
He  said: 

Once  more  it  is  my  privilege  to 
present  you  with  the  financial  state- 
ment of  the  year  under  review. 
Though  we  still  have  to  record  a de- 
ficit, yet  it  is  only  a small  one,  name- 
ly, £21,  and  would  not  exist  but  for 
the  increases  in  expenditure  of  £50 
under  the  heading  of  “Salaries  and 
Bonuses,’’  due  chiefly  to  the  cost  of 
living  allowance,  which  is  now,  by 
Act,  payable  to  all  employees,  and  to 
the  first  contribution  of  £40  to  a Staff 
Provident  Fund  which  we  have  insti- 
tuted. The  other  items  of  note  un- 
der “expenditure”  are  a reduction 
of  £18  in  advertising,  printing  and 


stationery  and  £15  in  repairs;  depre- 
ciation is  £10  higher  due  entirely  to 
the  increasing  value  of  our  talking 
book  equipment,  on  which  we  write 
off  20  per  cent,  each  year. 

As  regards  our  donations,  subscrip- 
tions and  collections  are  £16  up, 
and  grants  from  Provincial  Coun- 
cils £50  up.  Our  income  therefore 
for  the  first  time  tops  the  £1,000 
line,  let  us  hope  that  it  will  never 
sink  below  it.  One  cannot  fail  being 
impressed  with  the  generosity  of  the 
public  in  thus  continuing,  or  rather 
augmenting,  their  support  of  this 
cause,  in  spite  of  the  many  calls  be- 
ing made  upon  them  for  war  funds  of 
all  sorts.  Turning  to  the  balance 
sheet  there  is  not  much  to  comment 
upon.  Our  capital  is  increased  by 
£145,  this  is  due  to  the  Staff  Provi- 
dent Fund  already  referred  to,  and 
to  talking  book  donations  amounting 
to  £100. 

As  regards  the  assets,  there  is  an 
increase  of  £200  in  sundry  debtors 
due  to  some  of  the  grants  we  receive, 
not  having  been  paid  as  usual  before 
the  end  of  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I would  once  more 
like  to  draw  attention  to  the  care 
taken  to  lay  out  our  resources  to  the 
best  possible  advantage.  Our  liquid 
assets  on  December  31  amounted  to 
the  respectable  sum  of  £2,556.  Of 
that  amount  only  £4  4s.  6d.  was  nol 
earning  interest  for  us.  Though  I 
am  the  hon.  treasurer,  I can  take  no 
credit  for  this  highly  satisfactory 
state  of  affairs;  it  is  due  entirely  to 
our  hon.  secretary.  But  as  I have 
quite  a lot  of  Scotch  blood  in  my 
veins  you  will  i-eadily  appreciate  how- 
much  I admire,  and  in  fact  rejoice, 
in  the  business  acumen  of  my  esteem- 
ed colleague.  Miss  Wood. 
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The  Judge,  in  moving  the  two  re- 
ports, said  he  regretted  he  had  known 
so  little  of  the  work  being  carried  on 
in  the  library  and  he  was  being  more 
and  more  impressed  with  its  activities. 
He  hoped  that  his  seeming  indiffer- 
ence would  be  overlooked  and  that  he 
would  be  vouchsafed  the  opportunity 
to  make  up  for  past  neglect.  As  a 
citizen  of  Grahamstown  he  felt  proud 
of  its  possession  of  the  Library  for 
the  Blind.  He  said  there  was  a defi- 
nite, practical  task  to  be  done  to 
alleviate  the  lot  of  those  who  had  lost 
their  eyesight  and  suggested  that 
more  people  should  offer  their  ser- 
vices as  speakers  and  readers  to  the 
blind.  In  conclusion  he  asked  the 
meeting  to  record  its  thanks  to  Miss 
Wood  and  her  devoted  staff,  to 
Colonel  Fuller,  to  Mr.  Wagstaff  (Hon. 
Auditor)  and  others  who  had  helped 
to  carry  on  the  work. 


Mr.  C.  E.  Espin,  in  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Council,  seconded  the  adoption  of 
the  reports.  They  were  very  grate- 
ful to  the  Honourable  the  Judge- 
Pi’esident  for  his  coming  there  and 
for  the  eloquent  address  he  had 
given.  They  were  gratified  that  they 
had  made  one  more  friend  for  the 
Library  for  the  Blind,  in  Grahams- 
town. The  Council  felt  that  the  work 
of  the  library  speaks  for  itself  and 
that  it  is  performing  a work  in  South 
Africa  which  is  unique.  “If  anyone 
deserved  well  of  the  country  it  was 
Miss  Wood,  because  the  Library  for 
the  Blind  as  it  stands  here  in  Gra- 
hamstown is  due  to  one  woman  and 
that  is  Miss  Wood.”  (Applause.) 
They  all  appreciated  the  address  of 
the  Acting  Judge-President,  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  and  those  pre- 
sent he  thanked  him. 

The  reports  were  adopted.

kept  for  a longer  period. 

5.  Readers  are  asked  not  to  keep  magazines  or  knitting  pat- 

terns, but  to  return  each  one  with  the  book  with  which 
it  is  sent. 

6.  Readers  are  begged  to  take  great  care  of  the  books,  to  keep 

them  clean  and  free  from  damp,  and  not  to  turn  down 
pages. 

7.  Canvas  covers,  cardboard  covers  or  strong  paper  and  string 

are  used  for  packing  the  books.  Readers  should  pack  the 
books  carefully  in  these  for  return  postage. 

8.  Readers  are  begged  to  let  the  Librarian  know  at  once  of  any 

change  of  address. 

9.  Any  infectious  or  contagious  illness  shall  at  once  be  notified 

to  the  Librarian. 

10.  Anyone  wanting  to  borrow  books  should  send  a letter  of 

reference  from  a J.P.,  a clergyman  or  other  well-known 
person  acquainted  with  them.

POSTAL  REGULATIONS, 


LITERATURE  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

Papers  of  any  kind,  periodicals,  and  books,  impressed  or  to  be 
impressed  in  “Braille,”  or  other  special  type  for  the  use  of  the 
blind,  when  posted  within  the  Union  for  transmission  to  a place 
within  the  Union,  are  transmissible  at  the  rate  given  below,  pro- 
vided that  they — 

(а)  do  not  contain  any  communication,  either  in  writing  or 
printed  in  ordinary  type,  except  the  title  and  table  of 
contents  of  the  book  or  periodical  and  any  key  to  or 
instructions  for  the  use  of  the  special  type,  or  any  enclosure 
except  a label  for  the  return  of  the  packet; 

(б)  bear  on  the  outside  the  inscription  “Literature  for  the 
Blind,”  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender; 

(c)  be  posted  either  without  a cover  or  in  a cover  open  at 
both  ends  which  can  easily  be  removed  for  examination 


of  the  contents ; 

For  a packet  not  exceeding  31b.  in  weight 4d. 

For  a packet  exceeding  31b.  and  not  exceeding  71b Id. 

For  a packet  exceeding  71b.  and  not  exceeding  111b • lid. 

For  a packet  exceeding  111b.  and  not  exceeding  151b.  6oz.  . . 2d. 


The  limit  of  weight  is  15rb.  6oz.,  and  the  maximum  dimensions 
are  the  same  as  for  letters. 

Voice  records  on  discs,  styled  “Talking  Book  records,”  securely 
packed,  are  also  transmissible  at  the  above  rates,  provided  they  are 
despatched  from  or  addressed  to  certain  recognised  institutes  for 
the  blind.  (Page  42,  Post  Office  Guide,  January,  1941.) 
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
